GM Boosts Price On 
Most Models By $22 


DETROIT (AP) — United Au- 
to Workers officials today tal- 
lied the votes on a new three- 
year contract with General Mo> 
tors. Approval by the 380,000 
UAW members employed at the 
giant auto maker wus expected. 


Meanwhile. 
General 
Motors 
became the first U.S. auto ma- 
ker Thursday to announce an 
auto price increase — S22 on 
most models — to cover the cost 
of front - seat shoidder harness- 
now required by federal law. 
UAW President Walter Reuth- 
er has predicted approval of the 
new national settlement at GM. 
which 
parallels 
agreements 
reached earlier at Ford and 
Chrysler, 


Early returns in the balloting 
indicated the pact was being 
ratified by a margin of five to 
one. with 83 per cent of the pro- 
duction workers voting for the 
contract as conipared to 79 per 
cent of the skilled tradesmen. 


Craftsmen 
and 
production 
workers vote s ^ r a t e l y . A ma- 
jority "no" vote by the 55,000 
skilled workers would veto the 
contract. 


The agreement provides for 
an average increase of SI an 
hour in wages and fringe bene- 
fits over the three - year span 
<rf the contract. Workers were 
receiving an average of $4.70 an 
hour. 


The increases in the contract 
will boost labor costs for the 
company about < per cent a 
year.

Gets More Time, Money

NEW YORK (AP) — Scien­ 
tists today pi'esented findings 
from new studies of human sex­ 
ual behavior, listing among gen­ 
eral conclusions: 


—There has been **no sexual 
revolution” 
strictly 
speaking, 
rather more a continuation of 
long existing trends, 


—College coeds continue to 
equate their first sexual inter­ 
course with love, whereas men 
continue tc be opportunistic. 


—•There is a definite trend, 
especially among young women, 
for the first sexual intercourse 
to be a pleasureable event. 


—Newer contraceptive devices 
do NOT seem to have prompted 
any rise in the percentage of 
women having intercourse be­ 
fore marriage. 


—Use of birth control devices 
doesn't seem to lead to in­ 
creased sexual activity so much 
as to increased enjoyment.

Survey Cotteglaaa 


Dr. Paul H. Gebhard, director 
of tiie Institute for Sex Research 
at Indiana Univ^stty founded 
by the late Dr. Alfred C. Kinsey, 
described first results from a 
1967 survey among nearly 1,200 
men and women, in colleges 
across 
the natkxi, 
compared 
with findings from aimilar ques­ 
tioning of about as many coUei^ 
students in the 1940*s and early 
19S0’a->a generation or nearly 
so ago. 


So far, he aaid, ”all this 
sounds like a continuation of the

Dr. Gel^ard said, "It is 
clear that the enormous differ­ 
ence between how males and fe­ 
males view their initial partner 
has changed very little. In brief, 
females surrender their virgini­ 
ty to males they love, whereas 
males arc much less emotional­ 
ly involved,” 


For college coeds now at their 
first experience, "love was in­ 
volved in 70 to 90 per cent of 
cases”—ssmilar to the earlier 
findings. 


Among males, 11 to 14 per 
cent in the new study said they 
first had intercourse with girls 
they intended to marry. Hiis 
compared with only one to five 
per cent—on

years—^ o so reported in the 
earlier surveys. 


Young men now rarely have 
their first experience with pros­ 
titutes—only two to seven per 
cent in the new study compared 
with 30 to 25 per cent previous- 
lly.
